The City of Grayling received 
word from Sen. John Toepp last 
Wednesday of the approval of a 
grant and offer for a total of 
$256,300 toward the sewage dis- 
posal improvements. 

At the regular meeting of the 
city council Monday night, the 
grant offer was accepted. 

$233,000 or 5% of the project 
is a State of Michigan grant, 
while $23,300 or 5% will come 
from the federal government.

Candidates will point back to history .. . to the 
historic Lincoln-Douglas and Kennedy-Nixon 
debates. 

They will cry thal the peuple have a right and a 
need to be informed, and what better way is there 
to inform the people about the merits of the 
candidates who seek their support than to get the 
candidates side by side. on the same platform, 
answering the same questions. 

They will loudly assert that the issues are 
paramount in this election, and the candidates’ 
personalities only secondary if important at all. . .

The discerning voter will notice that usually the 
candidate plunking loudly for face-to-face debate 
is the candidate who is not in office, but. wants to 
get there. If it is the incumbent calling for political 
debate, then usually that incumbent is in real 
trouble, and probably the underdog in his race. -

Another thing often discussed over that cheap beer was 
how come our fathers didn’t send us haircut money so we 
could buy more beer with it. Or how come our mothers kept

« studying to become writers ‘and builfighters, like Emest 

Hemingway, rather than merchants and carpet salesmen, like

cs Panty raids and snake dances were pretty harmless things, 
especially when you look at today’ s Kent State and bombed 
libraries, The “police action” in Korea was a family brawl 
compared to the bloodshed in Viet Nam. And the 1947 
teen-ager might have thought his dad was a square, but Junior 
didn’t flim out on pills and go live in a doorway in San 
B Francisco. 


Things are a lot uglier today, but the words are prettier. 
You don’t kill the enemy; you interdict him. There’s not a 
nch of violent jerks destroying and disrupting on the 
campus.

To Debate, Or Not To Debate? 


chances of actual debate are much higher. 

Usually, the candidate who has a comfortable 
lead—or thinks he has—sees nothing to gain by 
climbing upon the same plattorm with his 
underdog opponent and jousting with him 
verbally. Conversely, the candidate who is behind 
has very little to lose—and quite a bit to gain—if he 
can entice his leading opponent into open oral 
warfare. 

But a public call for political debate is an 
honorable and acceptable political tactic, and 
should not be denied as a tactical weapon. 

The leading candidate never actually refuses to 
debate, however. Instead, he conveniently finds his 
that he just can’t work it in, To 
refuse outright to meet his opponent, rather than 
to ignore his challenge obliquely, 
admission of weakness, and could be interpreted as 
denying the people the right to know.

Elk are bugling in the Pigeon 
River country of northern lower 
Michigan. If you want to hear it, 
this might be the best time to 
drive into the country around 
Gaylord and Vanderbilt and Wol- 
verine. After this year, it could 
be a sound that will be fading 
fast. 

Literature is still being hand- 
ed out by the Department of Na- 
tural Resources which reports 
Michigan's elk herd contains an 
“estimated 2,000 to 3,500 ani- 
mals.” DNR knows this is not 
true and so do a lot of other 
people but that doesn’t change 
things. 

The danger is that most folks 
who believe those figures will 
be lulled into a false sense of 
security where the elk herd is 
concerned. The present herd 
numbers 600 to 800 animals and 
these are in great danger. 

How did elk numbers drop to 
one-quarter of what was once 
there? The answer is it didn’t 
drop because it was never as 
high as DNR once thought. 

When the first elk hunting 
season was held in the Gay- 
Jord area in the fall of 1964, 
DNR researchers user the same 
census methods they use in 
counting deer to determine how 
many elk were in Michigan. It 
took them two hunting sea. 
sons to discover the hunts 
were a big mistake because the 
elk herd was much smaller than 
had originally been thought. Still, 
no one has ever officially admit- 
ted to this boo-boo. 

Greater dangers than hunting 
were stil] to come, however, in 
the form of snowmobiles and oil 
exploration, with the latter ‘the 
most recent. 

_Despite loud protests from 
field personnel, the Lansing DNR 
gave approval to the wholesale 
selling of: oi] and gas drilling 
leases in much of northern Mich- 
igan, including the vital Pigeon 
River deer yards. Whether deer 
will be willing to share winter 
quarters with oil rigs and all.of 
the noise and odor which ac- 
companies them, remains to be 


sccn, 


Elk are a little more peculiar, 
They are very easily disturbed 
and reproduction is almost nil 
when this happens. With new 
roads bulldozed into formerly 
wild country by the oil compan- 
ies, new avenues will be opened 
for snowmobiles and other mech- 
anized invasion. 

While the major damage will 
be started by oil companies, 
snowmobilers will probably com- 
plete the threat, An clk is a big 
animal, easy to see and easy to 
track via .snowmobile. Many a 
sincere conservationist, straddl- 
ing a snow machine, has been 
known to unthinkingly pursue an 
elk or deer to exhaustion in or- 
der to record the animal on 
camera film. 

It may seem harmless at fhe 
time but it is not. Fortunately, 
snowmobile clubs can and should 
educate their members to these 
dangers. Oil companies, under 
sanction of the Lansing office of 
the Department of Natural Re- 
sources, won’t stop drilling for 
oj] and gas just because of afew 
elk or deer or sensitive human 
noses which don’t like the smell 
of the underground treasurer. 

This is. why this year may be 
the best chance to hear elk bugl- 
ing in the Pigeon River country. 
It could very well be the singing 
of their swan song in Michigan.

Property Value

Have you ever heard any one’ 
complain becalise a travel trail- 
er was moved in next door to 
them? Has any one ever lament- 
ed because a drive-in restaurant 
was going in next door to their 
home? How about that junk yard 
in your neighborhood? 

All of these things are legiti- 
mate. In fact all are needed in 
our present day society. 

Trailers or mobile homes con- 
stituted twenty-five (25%) per- 
cent of the homes sold in Amer- 
ica in 1969. They are here to 
stay. 

We are a nation on wheels. 
Drive-in résiauraiis, 
theaters and even drive-in dumps 
are part af our way of life. 

Junk yards, or the waste salv- 
age business is an absolute ne- 
cessity in our society of waste- 
makers. 

What is not necessary is the 
conglomeration of all land uses 
without thought of the surround- 
ing neighborhood. 

With a little forethought local

Arcners Score 
4th Highest 
Deer Take in 69 


LANSING — Michigan archers 
last season didn’t match their 
shooting success in 1968, but 
they did take 2,580 deer to score 
their fourth highest harvest on 
record, reports the Department} 
of Natural Resources. 

Final results of a DNR post- 


ers show that last year’s archery 
deer kill fell 100 animals short 
of the 1968 mark despite a ree- 
ord turnout of sportsmen.: 

Of an estimated 62,670 archers 
who took to the state’s fields and 
forest last fall, 4.1 percent — 
one of every 25 — figured in the 
season’s take. In 1968, 4.4 per- 
cent were successful. 

The 1964 season saw 6.3 per- 
cent of the archers filling their 
licenses as the bowhunters harv- 
est that year hit an all- time} 
high of 2,810 whitetails. 

Shooting success fell off last 
season to 4.4 percent among Up- 
per Peninsula bowhunters who 
traditionally pace the state in 
this category. During the 1968 
season, 10.5 percent of them ac- 
counted for the region’s harvest. 

Last vear’s archery deer kill 
for the Upper Peninsula totaled 
150 as against 390 in 1968. 

Bowhunters in the northern 
Lower Peninsula last season led 
the field in total take: and shoot- 

ing success. Their harvest reach- 
ed 1,590 animals with 4.6 per- 
cent of them hitting the mark. 

The first figure stands 330 
above the region's harvest of 
deer in 1968. 

Southern Michigan archers, 
like those. above the Straits, 

didn’t fare as well last season as 
they did in 1968. Their take drop- 
ped to 34 whitetails in 1980,
